Sanbornton embodies all that one expects to find in an old New England town. 
Our historic bones may be seen in our old buildings. Three churches, the Town 
Hall, Lane Tavern (now housing the Sanbornton Historical Society), the old 
Woodman Academy (now our town’s library) and a large number of homes. All 
built by our early settlers. 


Our rural character shows in rolling fields framed by stone walls, some with 
grazing cattle and others offering an occasional moose, bear or fox. Agriculture is 
alive and well as seen by a number of farm stands and an active weekly Farmers 
Market. 


Guests are welcomed by both a large time-share Inn or several small bed and 
breakfast establishments. Visitors can join in the town’s varied activities of 
hiking, cross-country skiing or snowmobiling on rolling mountains that change 
from green to scarlet to white with the seasons. Swimming, skating or boating on 
lakes that wear sapphires in summer and diamond ice in winter. Golfers can 
enjoy a day at one of the town’s two golf courses. Local church suppers, craft 
and flea-markets, Old Home Day and other ‘home grown’ events abound. In 
addition to Sanbornton Central School we are also home to Sant Bani Ashram 
and the Sant Bani School. 


DEDICATION 





Quick action by a team of first-responders saved the life of a Waltham, Massachusetts, man 
who had been overcome by smoke inhalation and was lying unconscious at the top of the stairs 
at his summer home near Hermit Lake on a Sunday morning last October. 


Robert Livoti and his wife Betty had been awakened by a smoke alarm after 6 a.m. Livoti 
helped his wife out of the window onto the roof of the back porch. She dropped to the ground 
and ran to a neighbor’s home to report the fire. 


Livoti then tried to get to the first-floor fire and was overcome by smoke. 


Sanbornton firefighter Craig Simpson, who lives nearby and drove his own vehicle to the scene, 
was first to arrive. 


Even though he had no equipment or breathing apparatus with him, Simpson attempted to 
reach in through the sliding door and locate Livoti. He was turned back by the smoke and 
flames. 


Within minutes a New Hampton fire truck arrived on the scene and firefighters Even Hacker and 
Mike Drake took a hose into the front of the building, which had a wood pile and a couch on fire 
in the living room. 


New Hampton firefighter Steve Harris then entered the building with the department’s thermal 
imaging camera, which helped him find Livoti. 


Harris ran up the stairs and grabbed him by the clothes and pulled him outside. 
Livoti was unconscious and not breathing well when he was rescued. 


This demonstrates the value of cooperation between Sanbornton and its neighbors. 
We are forever grateful to all fire fighters for their dedication and service.

Bernard (Bernie) J. Salvador was born and raised in Cohasset, Massachusetts. He was a U.S. 
Navy Veteran and a lobsterman most of his life. He was married to Audrey Salvador for 60 
years. He had 2 sons and a daughter and was a loving Grandfather and Great Grandfather. 


In 1985 Bernie moved to Sanbornton NH with his wife Audrey. It was there that he owned and 
operated The Sanbornton General Store for over 20 years. He built the store up from a small 2 
pump gas station to the facility it is today. You could always find him making a seafood 
sandwich or a cup of coffee for a local resident. What he truly enjoyed was when the kids would 
come in for their candy and would run into his office just to say hello. 


Bernie loved the town of Sanbornton and it truly became his home. He enjoyed planting flowers 
in his yard and enjoying the mountain views from his house. A big bear, a deer or other wild 
animals roaming his yard were things he never saw in Cohasset. 


Bernie died on August 2, 2009 at the age of 80.

Dr. Elizabeth “Betty Abbot” Weiant 


Dr. Elizabeth “Betty Abbot” Weiant was a longtime resident of Sanbornton 
She was born in New Britain, Connecticut on July 4, 1913.

Department. 


Betty loved “her town” and always felt completely at home here.

Dr. Winnifred P. Chase Schultz 
July 13, 1908 — May 1, 2009 


Dr. Chase, as she was known to residents throughout the local community, was a 
respected and well loved general practitioner. She lived and in later years saw patients 
at her home office on Knox Mountain Road. She loved nothing better than being a 
doctor and was always willing to take time to listen to her patients. 


After earning a medical degree, with specialty training in psychology, obstetrics and 
gynecology, from Tufts Medical School she served on the medical staff at Lawrence 
Memorial Hospital in Medford, MA — the first woman to practice medicine in Medford. 


In 1965 Dr. Chase and her family moved to Sanbornton. She established the first well- 
child clinic in the area and in 1976 was honored as a “Woman of Achievement” by the 
Franklin Business & Professional Women’s Club. Dr. Chase served on the medical staff 
at Franklin Regional Hospital and was chief of staff from 1976 to 1986. In 1985 she was 
named Physician of the Year for the State by the New Hampshire Hospital Association. 


Dr. Chase loved her home on one of the many dirt roads in Sanbornton; she enjoyed 
gardening and watching the birds. In September 2006 she received the Boston Post 
Cane, recognizing her as the oldest resident in the Town of Sanbornton. 


Dr. Winnifred Chase died at her home on May 1, 2009 at the age of 100.

Brenda Gilman Connelly 
Boston Post Cane Recipient 


Brenda Gilman Connelly was presented the Boston Post Cane on July 24" 2009. Brenda who 
turned 97 in September 2009 was surprised by the presentation. Brenda moved to Sanbornton 
in 1968 with her late husband Robert Connelly. She received the Boston Post Cane from Kara 
Downs and her son Liam, the grand-daughter and great-grandson of the previous recipient, 
Winnifred Chase who lived to be 100. 


Connelly was born in Strong, Maine. Her father, a farmer, died in a logging accident when she 
was 10. In 1930, she married Robert Connelly, who was a cloth designer at a local woolen mill. 
Her husband was an avid baseball player, hunter, and fisherman. To this day, the new Boston 
Post Cane holder follows the Boston Red Sox on a daily basis. She also admits to being a 
football fan as well. She did not comment on the Patriots, however. 


The Boston Post Cane tradition was started in 1909 by the owner of the Boston Post newspaper 
in what was initially regarded as a publicity stunt. The newspaper had several hundred ornate, 
gold-tipped canes made. The canes were offered to 700 of the region’s largest towns. The 
selectmen, in turn, presented the canes to the communities’ oldest living men. In 1930, the 
tradition was expanded to include the oldest women residing in the towns. Many towns, 
Sanbornton being one of them, still carry on the tradition, some with the original canes they 
received from the newspaper in 1909. The original Sanbornton cane safely rests in an ornate 
case in the selectmen’s meeting room of the town office building. The current recipients receive 
a replica of the original. 


PUBLIC WELFARE TOWN REPORT 
2009 


The year of 2009 has come and gone with many exciting changes and challenges. As we are all 
aware it was a stressful economic year for many of our residents. It is difficult to watch 
individuals struggle with unemployment and reduced income, and we worked very hard to assist 
with these issues.

The pantry has been a wonderful opportunity to offer 
support to families in need. | am also using the pantry as a source of emergency food for people 
who come to my office in need of other assistance during appointments. | have a core group of 
volunteers who keep the pantry running smoothly, helping me on a monthly basis. | thank them 
for their compassion, kindness and sense of humor. The town is so blessed to have you! The 
establishment of the pantry came to fruition through many generous donations. All of the labor, 
painting, cleaning, and supplies were donated to us by many supporters. They purchased 
refrigerators and shelving, tables and all of the food to open that first day. Since then ail of the 
food distributed has been from donations only. | cannot express how much your support of the 
pantry has meant to me and to our community. To all those who have mailed donations and 
dropped off food to the pantry | thank you for your support, you have helped so many families in 
need and | want you to know your generosity makes a difference. 


| would also like to extend my gratitude and appreciation to First Fruits Food Pantry for the 
wonderful service that they provide to our community. 

They have been a constant source of assistance to families in our town since they opened, and 
| am so thankful for their hard work and dedication.

Town Report--2009 


In 2009 the Youth Assistance Program served young people and their parents in a variety of 
ways. Juvenile Court Diversion continued to work with first time offenders of illegal activities 
such as assault, theft, truancy, running away, drug and alcohol issues, vandalism, false public 
alarm, resisting arrest, criminal threatening and disorderly conduct. Prevention Activities were 
implemented to help our young people avoid the problems that could lead them to serious 
offenses. Some of these activities were held in the school, some in group work at the Youth 
Assistance Program office and some took the form of individual support counseling. Trainings 
utilized were drug and alcohol groups, Violence Prevention (for bullies as well as victims), and 
Independent Living (to leam the reality of living away from home). 


Community Service is frequently required. Young people have served on community outreach 
activities such as the talk given this fall by Betsy Bolan (a participant on CBS Survivor). Old 
Home Days, Farmers Markets and nursing homes benefited from the work of our young people. 
Trash cleanup along roads in Northfield, Sanbornton and Tilton, assistance to neighbors, food 
pantries in Sanbomton and other towns were helped. The work is not always noticed since 
there may be only one or two youths working at a time and the rules of confidentiality for 
juveniles must be honored. Young people gain a sense of pride and belonging in their towns 
when they serve their communities. Through this program they have an opportunity either 
required by law or suggested through prevention activities, to face reality and to experience the 
results of their actions. 


The Youth Assistance Program has served our communities since 1975. Changes have come 
to the young people as well as the program. The fact remains the program saves young people. 
It saves money for the towns as well, by avoiding high expenses involved when youths and 
families have no other resource but the court system.

JUNE 30, 2009 


NOTE 1 - SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


The financial statements have been prepared in conformity with U.S. generally accepted 
accounting principles (GAAP) as applied to the governmental units. The Governmental 
Accounting Standards Board (GASB) is the accepted standard-setting body for establishing 
governmental accounting and financial reporting principles. The more significant of the Town's 
accounting policies are described below. 


Reporting Entity 


Town of Sanbornton, New Hampshire (the Town), is a municipal corporation governed by an 
elected Board of Selectmen. As required by U.S. generally accepted accounting principles, 
these financial statements present Town of Sanbornton, New Hampshire (primary 
government.) 


Component units are legally separate organizations for which the Town is financially 
accountable. The Town is financially accountable for an organization if the Town appoints a 
voting majority of the organization's governing board and (1) the Town is able to significantly 
influence the programs or services performed or provided by the organization; or (2) the Town 
is legally entitled to or can otherwise access the organization's resources; the Town is legally 
obligated or has otherwise assumed the responsibility to finance the deficits of, or provide 
financial support to, the organization; or the Town is obligated for the debt of the organization. 
Based on the foregoing criteria, no other organizations are included in the Town's financial 
reporting entity. 


Basis of Presentation 


The Town's basic financial statements consist of government-wide statements, including a 
statement of net assets and statement of activities, and fund financial statements, which 
provide a more detailed level of financial information. 


Government-wide Financial Statements - The government-wide financial statements include 
the statement of net assets and the statement of activities. These statements report financial 
information for the Town as a whole. Fiduciary activities are not included at the government- 
wide reporting level. Individual funds are not displayed at this reporting level as all individual 
funds are consolidated as governmental activities. 


The statement of net assets presents the financial position of the governmental activities of the 
Town at year-end. This statement includes ail of the Town's assets, liabilities, and net assets, 
except that only capital assets acquired in the current year or for which long-term debt is still 
outstanding, have been included. 


The statement of activities presents a comparison between direct expenses and program 
revenues for each function of the Town's governmental activities. Direct expenses are those 
that are specifically associated with the functions and therefore, clearly identiftable to that 
particular function.

The 2009 Special Town meeting was called to order at 8:00pm by the Moderator, 
Joseph Gray.

grants under the American Recovery and Reinvestment Act of 2009 in the amount of 
fifty percent (50%) of the eligible project cost with the balance to be raised by general 
taxation. This appropriation is contingent upon receipt of the American Recovery and 
Reinvestment Act 2009 Federal Stimulus Funding. 2/3-ballot vote required for passage.

Seconded by Dennis Fields. 


Selectman, Andrew Livernois gave an explanation in detail of the Warrant Article. 


Nina Gardner spoke in favor of the article. Mitch Lewis questioned the amount of money 
being bonded and the way the bond was going to work.

Funds for fuel and energy assistance. 


In FY 2009, the Board of Trustees also provided $175,059.70 to the Town of Sanbornton from 
five Capital Reserve Funds for reimbursable expenditures. 


The Trustees negotiated an annual percentage yield of 1 % % for 2010. 


Two financial institutions were utilized which included: a checking account, eleven Certificates 
of Deposit, a Money Market Fund, a Long-Term Corporate Investment Mutual Fund and an 
Equity Income Mutual Fund. Total income earned during the year was $22,130.67. As of June 
30, 2009, the Board of Trustees was custodian for $635,291.86 in 110 Trust Funds and Capital 
and Non-Capital Reserve Funds.

TOWN OF SANBORNTON 
CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT PROGRAM COMMITTEE 2009 REPORT 
For FY 2011 thru FY 2016 


The Sanbornton Capital Improvement Program Committee (CIPC) was established by the 
voters at the March 15, 2006 Town Meeting. The statute that guides this form of Town 
Government is contained in RSA 674:5 — 8. The CIPC’s Primary Task is to aid the Selectmen 
and Budget Committee in their consideration of the annual budget through preparation and 
amending a plan for capital improvement projects (CIP) projected over a period of at least six 
(6) years. The Board of Selectmen structured the CIPC to be made up of seven members to 
come from a cross section of the legislative body as recommended in the statute. This year the, 
Selectmen appointed the following members to serve for a one year term in these slots with 
their initial meeting being held on November 2, 2009. 


1 Board of Selectmen Member - Steve Ober 

1 Planning Board Member - Don Bormes 

1 Budget Committee Member - Jeff Jenkins 

1 School Board Member - Julie Lonergan 

1 Town Administrator - Bob Veloski 

2 Town Citizens - Nina Gardner

The CIPC worked from “Project /Purchase Request Application” forms submitted by Department 
Heads requesting their capital expenditures anticipated in the next six years. Through the 
scope, history, description, criteria, cost and available funding sources documented for these 
requests the CIPC evaluated and prioritized these requests to form a six year CIP. The CIP’s 
form is a spread sheet showing six years by department, listing the CIPC’s recommendation for 
capital expenditures. 


We on the committee continue to feel that the Town’s infrastructure is deteriorating and needs 
attention. The BOS hired a Structural Engineer to evaluate the Highway Garage building that 
came back worse then most of us expected. We are recommending the replacement of this 
building with two structures, a main building & a cold storage building, total estimated cost of 1.1 
million dollars. This cost to be spread out over 10 years through a Bond. The Road 
Reconstruction plan got a good start last year and we are recommending that the town continue 
funding at the same level as last year to keep the road projects moving. This year with the 
economy being tight has shown that the Town’s Purchase Power is strong and we are able to 
get more for our money then two years ago. The CIPC feels the Selectmen, Budget Committee, 
and Legislative Body should strongly consider pushing forward with infrastructure projects, the 
need is strong, and timing is good to maximize what we can receive for our dollar. Through the 
use of Bonds we can keep the Tax Rate Stable, increase the Town’s Purchase Power by 
controlling construction costs, and address the needs of our ailing infrastructure.

The Town continues to benefit by being served by a dedicated group of individuals that work 
together to protect their friends and neighbors and is a Department that is primarily made up of 
volunteer personnel. Not only does this group of individuals handle emergency response to fire, 
medical, rescue and hazardous materials incidents in the community, in addition to their fulltime 
jobs, they also average three evenings per month for Department meetings and training, as well 
as additional time devoted to obtaining higher levels of certification, attending continuing 
education classes, and participating in community events such as fire prevention activities in the 
local schools. 


| am pleased to submit to you a summary of Fire Department activities for the year 2009. The 
information gives us a chance to look back at the previous year while also giving us information 
that allows us to plan for the future. In 2009 we responded to 377 incidents, 6 more than we 
responded to in 2008. 


Here is a breakdown of those incidents: 

e 25 Fires (Building/Chimney/Vehicle/Brush) 
201 Emergency Medical Incidents/Motor Vehicle Collisions 
19 Hazardous Conditions (Gas leak/Carbon Monoxide, etc) 
41 Service Calls (illegal burning/Mutual Aid Station Coverage, etc) 
70 Good Intent (Smoke Scare/Cancelled En-route/Nothing Found) 
21 False Alarms 


The fire station on Sanborn Rd is staffed with 2 dual trained firefighter/EMTs, 7 days a week, 
Monday-Friday 8-4, and Saturday & Sunday 8-5. Time frames that are within our busiest period 
for calls as well as when most of our personnel are out of Town. The graphs below show the 
calls by day of week and also by time of day for 2009.

REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 
2009 


Forest Fire Warden John DeSilva, the Sanbornton Fire Department, and the State of New 
Hampshire Division of Forests & Lands work collaboratively to reduce the risk and frequency of 
wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact the Sanbornton Fire 
Department at 286-4819 to determine if a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. 
Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is required for all outside burning unless the 
ground is completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire Department of Environmental 
Services also prohibits the open burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to 
contact the Sanbornton Fire Department at 286-4819 or DES at 1-800-498-6868 or 
www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning requires diligence and 
responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For more information 
please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2214, or online at www.nhdfl.org. 


Spring fire season was unusually short this past year, with wet weather beginning the third week 
in April and lasting virtually all summer long. Consequently both the number of fires and the 
number of acres burned were below the last five year average. Due to state budget constraints, 
the staffing of our statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers was limited to class III or higher fire 
danger days. Despite the reduction in the number of days staffed, our fire lookout towers are 
credited with keeping most fires small and saving several structures this season due to their 
quick and accurate spotting capabilities. The towers fire spotting capability was supplemented 
this year by contracted aircraft and the Civil Air Patrol when fire danger was especially high. 
Surprisingly the largest single fire this year occurred in late November during an unusual dry 
spell, in the northern Coos County town of Clarksville. This fire burned 17.1 acres and is 
presumed to have been caused by a careless hunter. Many homes in New Hampshire are 
located in the wildland urban interface, which is the area where homes and flammable wildland 
fuels intermix. Several of the fires during the 2009 season threatened structures, a constant 
reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take measures to 
prevent a wildiand fire from spreading to their home. Precautions include keeping your roof and 
gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining adequate green space around your 
home free of flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner recommendations 
are available at www.firewise.org.

The year 2009 wound up being one of the busiest years in recent memory. The department 
worked very hard in enforcing all traffic laws to make our roads safe, which led to high numbers 
of motor vehicle related stops and arrests. The numbers of accidents in town were significantly 
down from the previous year as well. 

The officers and staff continue to work diligently to serve the Sanbornton community in the most 
effective and professional way possible. From the initial calls, to arrests, and into the courtroom, 
this agency has proven to be very effective in completing the tasks it is given. The Sanbornton 
Police Department prosecutes it’s own violation and misdemeanor cases at the Franklin District 
Court, while felonies are prosecuted by the Belknap County Attorney. Due to the rise in arrests, 
the court related time has gone up as well, so the prosecution team works hard to settle these 
cases whenever possible. 


Despite the increases in activity, community policing has remained the priority of this agency. 
An agency this size works best when it works closely with the community it serves. The 
Sanbornton Police Department continues to offer the community the elderly call program, police 
house check when people leave town, and we were proud to bring back the D.A.R.E. Program 
in the Sanbornton Central School for 2009. Putting an officer in the school for this program 
shows the children of the community that the police are there to help whenever needed. The 
feedback on this program has been extremely positive. 


On December 31°, 2009, Chief Mark Barton retired after 19 years of service with the 
Sanbornton Police Department. Chief Barton served this community as its chief for 6 years. 
During that time, he improved the department’s equipment and investigative capabilities, 
promoted the training and improvement of its officers, and built the Sanbornton Police 
Department into the professional agency that it is. All the officers and staff of the Sanbornton 
Police Department wish Chief Barton the best in his well-earned retirement.

TRANSPORTATION INFRASTRUCTURE PROGRAM COMMITTEE REPORT 
2009 


Pursuant to article 6 of the warrant, town roads revitalization, a committee was formed 
and named the Transportation Infrastructure Program Committee. 


Five people were appointed by the Selectmen to serve on this committee: Jeff Jenkins, 
chair of the Building Committee; Dave Provan; Bob Veloski, town administrator; John 
Thayer, public works director; and Dave Nickerson, selectman. Town Planner, Bob 
Ward was invited to attend our meetings. 


We were not able to use the fifty thousand dollars appropriated by the town to hire an 
engineering firm to develop a plan for the revitalization of the roads. The state ruled that 
the warrant article was written incorrectly so you will see a new warrant article to be 
voted on at this year’s town meeting so that we can spend the money on the plan. 


The Committee did, however, hold meetings every Wednesday and discussed what our 
goals and objectives would be. With Dave Provan’s expertise we developed an 
Interview Questions Evaluation Form to be used in interviewing and ranking engineering 
companies, a Pavement Condition and Improvement Ranking Form for road 
reconstruction projects, and a Request for Qualifications and Proposals Form. 


The Committee discussed the need to obtain aerial photos, DES regulations, road 
inventories, plans on classification and identifying roads by usage. We also discussed 
the Black Brook watershed area and how that would relate to road building, policies for 
road striping, and building roads to state standards. 


Members of the Committee visited various roads in town, worked with John Thayer, and 
developed an understanding of the roads needing the most repairs. Jeff Jenkins started 
collecting information for a road inventory ie: miles of dirt, classifications, pavement, etc. 


The Committee will commence regular meetings after the May town meeting.

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RECREATION COMMISSION REPORT 
2009 


The Recreation Commission had another busy year during 2009. The creation of a Master Plan 
for the Town Park was started. A public meeting was held on December 13” to show the first 
draft of the plan. The Commission is planning on holding two more public meetings for public 
input to the plan. The final plan should be completed by spring 2010. The Commission is 
diligently working on creating a safe and user friendly environment for the Sanbornton 
community to enjoy. 


The goal of this department is to offer the highest quality programs to all of those in our 
community. 


ACTIVITIES & PROGRAMS 


Before & After School Care: 

This valuable program is essential to the working parent. The before school care program 
opens at 7:00 a.m. during the school year allowing parents a safe and healthy environment to 
leave their children while heading off to work. The mornings are filled with crafts and games. 
The after school care program begins at dismissal and remains open until 5:30 p.m. Afternoons 
are filled with activities including cooking, weaving, and outside fun. The program is licensed by 
the State of NH Health and Human Services, and adheres to all its rules and regulations. The 
program is located in the gymnasium at Sanbornton Central School. Currently over 76 children 
are enrolled in the program. 


Ice-Skating at Tilton School- Learn to Skate- Family Skate- Open Skate: 

A wonderful community gathering takes place on Sunday evenings in January and February at 
the beautiful facility located on the campus of the Tilton School, in Tilton. The Tilton School 
graciously offers their facility for the town to use free of charge on several Sunday nights during 
the winter months. The program is highly attended and provides a wonderful space for the 
community to gather. In December we were able to offer an extra free skate time to the 
community. 


Basketball: 

The season started earlier this year for the Kindergarten through 2” grade children. A clinic 
style program was held on Saturday mornings at the WRMS gym. Once again it was structured 
on skills and drills with the biggest emphasis on FUN! 

Grades 3 through 6 started the long season in mid November and will continue into mid 
February. The Commission sent three teams to two tournaments this year. This season we will 
have one 3° & 4" grade girl’s team, one 3° & 4" grade boy’s team, one 5" & 6" grade girl’s 
team, and three 5" & 6" grade boy’s teams. The teams play surrounding communities and 
participate in tournaments. 96 children enrolled for this season. 


Co-Ed Adult Volleyball: 


Co-Ed adult pick-up style volleyball is held from 7 to 9 p.m. Monday evenings in the Sanbornton 
Central School gymnasium from September through May. We have 16 adults enrolled in the 
season. 


Men’s Basketball: 


Men’s pick-up style basketball is held from 7 to 9 p.m. Tuesday evenings in the Sanbornton 
Central School Gymnasium from September through April. 


Spring Egg Hunt: 

This years Egg Hunt took place on Saturday, April 11" at the Bodwell Tree Farm. Mr. Bunny 
made his appearance for a photo opportunity for the children. Over 1800 eggs where hidden 
this year! Thank you to all the volunteers who came out early to help hide all those candy filled 
eggs. Fun was had by all! 


T-Ball: 

There were four T-Ball teams this year. The Commission would like to thank this year’s 
sponsors: High Spirits Farm, BarnZ’s Movie Cinema, Surowiec Farm and the Sanbornton Police 
Relief Association. The Commission also works closely with Winnisquam Cal Ripken Baseball 
League & Winnisquam Girl’s Softball League coordinating the field usage of the popular spring 
sports. 

There were 35 children enrolled in T-Ball for this season. 


Summer Day Camp: 

This seven week program started June 29" and continued thru August 14'". The Camp runs 
from 7:00 a.m. until 5:30 p.m. This year’s camp was structured with a main theme for each 
week. Campers had the opportunity to choose the weeks that interested them the most. The 
camp week themes were: Pirates Adventure, Outdoor Camping, Science Adventure, Ail About 
Cooking, Space Adventure and two weeks of Theater Camp. The weekly field trip was 
coordinated with the theme of the week. On the last day of camp, campers put on a play for 
their families to come and enjoy. The children created their own props, sets, and cooked all the 
refreshments for the show. The campers did an excellent job putting on “Penny the Pint Size 
Pirate” Show. 

The daily scheduled events and activities were completely funded by the campers’ registration 
fees. Camp was very successful and plans for next year’s camp are already in the works. There 
were 42 children enrolled for camp this past summer. 


Beaches: . 

This was a good year for the two town beaches. In the beginning of the season Cyanobacteria 
was seen at Hermit Beach. However, after that first sighting it didn’t return for the rest of the 
summer. 


The Hermit Beach Changing Building went under a total reconstruction. Thanks to Patrick Stock 
for completing his Eagle Scout project by converting the changing building into a pavilion. He re- 
shingled the roof and modified the building, so that picnic tables could be put in to allow for a 
nice picnic area for the community. Thank you Patrick for your dedication to your community. 
Swimming lessons were held in two, two week sessions. The first session was in July and the 
second session was in August. Nicholas Sereni provided the children with Red Cross 
Swimming lessons. There were 38 children enrolled in lessons this season. 


Winnisquam Beach was well attended with patrons this summer. The raft unfortunately was 
damaged at the beginning of the season and had to be removed. The Commission hopes to 
have the raft repaired so that it can get ready for the 2010 summer season. The beach also saw 
the upgrade of a new storage building on beach. The old building was taken down and replaced 
with a new smaller storage building for beach equipment. 
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Old Home Day: 

The Old Home Day activities were held in the Sanbornton Town Square this year. A wonderful 
gathering of crafters and exhibitors made it an Old Home Day to remember. The Commission 
offered a cribbage tournament in the Lane Tavern. 


Fall Soccer: 

Soccer is the largest sport the Commission coordinates. The program is open to children pre- 
school through sixth grade. Saturday Mornings at the Town Park were full of soccer fun for the 
younger teams. This year we had two 3 & 4" grade co-ed teams and one 5" & 6" grade co-ed 
team. The traveling teams played against Tilton, Franklin, Canterbury, Bristol and Gilford. There 
were 96 children enjoyed soccer this fall. 


Halloween Party: 

This year’s party was held on Saturday, October 31* during the early afternoon. Once again it 
was a great success due to volunteers. Parents, community members and the Student Council 
from Winnisquam Regional High School came to set-up, clean-up and run all the games. 
Games included donut eating, balloon and dart game, mummy bowling, jigsaw pumpkins, etc. 
This year the Commission held a free costume giveaway from donations received from Wal- 
Mart. 


Fly Tiers Club: 

The group meets almost every Thursday evening from 6 to 9 p.m. at Sanbornton Central

Gunstock Skiing & Snowboarding Outreach Program: 

The seven-week lesson program started January 9" and continued to February 13". Nineteen 
skiers and snowboarders enjoyed lessons based on their ability at Gunstock on Friday 
evenings. 


Holiday Gathering: 

Once again the Holiday Gathering was held at Heritage Farm. The wonderful setting and 
facilities offered graciously by Matthew & Rachel Swain made this a wonderful way to celebrate 
the holiday season. The horse drawn sleigh brought Santa Claus for a photo opportunity anda 
chance to ask for that special wish. Mary Ruth Scott lead the group in song alongside a small 
warm outside fire, and after it was a chance for old friends to converse. The Commission was 
able to light a beautiful tree next to the town offices thanks in part to Mark Thurston for coming 
with his bucket truck and helping us string the lights. 


Plans for the 2010-2011 Year 

The Commission will continue to work on a Master Plan for the Town Park. It is the 
Commission’s goal to implement Phase One of the Master Plan which will address public safety 
issues at The Town Park. Once again a Mini Golf Invitational will be held on August 7" at 
Pirate’s Cove and all monies will be set aside to assist in the playground development at The 
Town Park. The Commission is looking forward to providing another year of recreational 
opportunities for the community members of Sanbornton!

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PLANNING BOARD ANNUAL REPORT 
2009 


Land Development Review 


As was the case for the last few years, the review and approval! of proposed land development 
occupied a major amount of the Planning Board’s time in 2009 although land development 
activity was somewhat reduced due to the downturn in the economy. 


The Planning Board reviewed a total of four subdivision applications, two boundary line 
adjustments and one multi-family development site plan. All of these land development 
proposals were in compliance with Sanbornton’s land use regulations and all of them except 
one were approved by the Planning Board. The one exception was a subdivision proposal which 
has not been moved forward by the land owner/applicant. The four subdivision proposals 
involved 84.5 acres of land and resulted in 10 new subdivision lots. The multi-family proposal 
involved four multi-family buildings containing six dwelling units per building on a 207 acre site. 
Also, the Planning Board approved three voluntary mergers of adjoining land parcels. 


In addition, the Planning Board conducted a pre-application conceptual discussion with a 
developer intending to develop a 54 unit, mixed- use (residential/commercial) compact density 
development on 460 acres. 


Master Plan 


During 2009 the Planning Board and the Master Plan Advisory Committee continued the process 
of preparing a new Master Plan for Sanbornton. The Master Plan Advisory Committee is a 
special purpose committee which has been created to assist the Planning Board in preparing the 
new Master Plan. This committee is composed of representatives from various Town boards and 
departments as well as representatives of local organizations. 


The Planning Board anticipates completion of the Master Plan sometime in 2010 which will 
include up-dated vision, goals, objectives, land use, and transportation sections of the plan as well © 
as a new section dealing with energy. As a result of the new land use policies contained in the 
new Master Plan the Planning Board anticipates proposing a number of amendments to the 
Zoning Ordinance for the voters to consider adopting at Town meeting 2010. 


Zoning 


At the May 2009 Town Meeting the Planning Board proposed four amendments to the Zoning 
Ordinance, all of which were approved by the voters. The approved zoning amendments included 
revisions to three existing definitions and adding seven new definitions in the Definitions Section; 
adding a totally new section to the General Provisions Section which allows accessory 
apartments; and adding a totally new section to the General Provisions Section which allows 
small wind energy systems for private use. 


During 2009 the Planning Office published and released to the public an updated version of the 
Zoning Ordinance which is entitled the 2009 Edition of the Zoning Ordinance. The 2009 Edition 
incorporates all amendments which were made to the Zoning Ordinance by Town Meeting in 
2009.

Town Roads and Transportation Planning 


During 2009, as part of the Master Plan process, the Planning Office with support from various 
Town boards and departments, completed the preparation of an up-dated inventory and map of 
town roads. This road inventory and mapping process included the process of bringing 
Sanbornton’s road names into compliance with state law as well as E-911 road name and street 
numbering guidelines. The lengthy process of up-dating town road names was completed by the 
Board of Selectmen in April of 2009. 


During 2009 the Town Planner was appointed to the Transportation Infrastructure Program 
Committee with the intent of integrating town road maintenance and improvement planning with 
long range transportation planning. 


Up-Coming Planning Projects 

Projects which the Planning Board expects to undertake during 2010 include: 

> Complete formulation of the Master Plan up-date, convene public information meetings 
about the new Master Plan and adopt the new Master Plan 

> Publish and distribute new Master Plan 

> Prepare and present appropriate amendments to the Zoning Ordinance for 
consideration by Town Meeting 

> Conduct a comprehensive review and amendment process for the Subdivision 
Regulations 

> Adopt amendments to Subdivision Regulations 

> Conduct a comprehensive review and amendment process for the Site Plan Review 
Regulations 

> Adopt amendments to the Site Plan Review Regulations

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MASTER PLAN ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
2009 


The Master Plan Advisory Committee (MPAC) was created by the Planning Board in 2007 to 
assist the Planning Board in the preparation of an update of Sanbornton’s Master Plan. The last 
Master Plan was completed by the Planning Board in 1994 under contract with the Lakes 
Region Planning Commission and was adopted by the Planning Board in 1995. The 1995 
Master Plan remains in effect until an updated version of the Master Plan is adopted by the 
Planning Board. 


The process of preparing an updated Master Plan is being conducted by the MPAC, which is an 
advisory committee composed of representatives of the various land use boards and 
committees of the Town government plus representatives of various civic groups which have an 
interest in community planning. The MPAC meets the first Tuesday of each month and receives 
technical assistance and support from the Town Planner. 


During 2009 the MPAC completed the preparation of updates of the Vision Section, Goals & 
Objectives Section, and Land Use Section. Also, with the help of the Sanbornton Energy 
Committee, the MPAC completed the preparation of an Energy Section. The 1995 Master Plan 
did not contain an Energy Section and the inclusion of an Energy Section was a totally new 
component which was included as part of the Master Plan update process. The MPAC plans to 
complete its work with the updating of the Transportation Section of the Master Plan. 


The MPAC has estimated that it will finish its work by the end of 2010 and at that time the 
committee will present the proposed Master Plan update to the Planning Board for its 
consideration and adoption following a public hearing.

SANBORNTON BUILDING COMMITTEE 
2009 


The Sanbornton Building Committee continues to work as an advisory board to the Selectmen, 
acting as their agents and consultants, in the planning and management of both large and small 
building related construction and/or improvement projects to the town owned facilities and 
parks. 


The Building Committee has entered its sixth year of existence, since being established in June 
of 2004. If you are interested in volunteering time to help with planning or management of 
future construction projects that affect the Town Owned Buildings in our community please 
contact the Board of Selectmen or myself, we are looking for more volunteers to join our 
committee. 


We are happy to have worked with the BOS and the Highway Department this year to have 
finalized a plan and design for a cold storage building to be constructed at the back of the DPW 
yard, this we refer to as Phase II of the on going development of that site. As stated in last 
years report we knew of problems with main garage building; on November 6, 2009 the Town 
was presented with a building evaluation of the existing Garage, done by a Structural Engineer 
recommended by our Insurance Agent. This evaluation has highlighted some serious problems 
with the 1960's building forcing us to advance its replacement which we will call Phase Ill. At 
this point we are agreeing with the BOS and proposing that the Town consider a 10 year, 1.1 
million dollar bond to construct these two buildings, demo the old, and perform some site work 
to address necessary drainage issues for the property. You will hear more about this as Town 
Meeting approaches. 


The economy may have slowed down, but the demands on our infrastructure and for our 
departmental services remain as strong as ever. To address some of the Towns needs, we feel 
to maximize the purchase power of the dollar and not drive up our tax rate it would be prudent to 
take out some bonds. The current bond market available for our town on a 10 year bond is 
being offered at an interest rate of 3.6% and with a little diligence might be able to do better then 
that. Watching economist predict the inflation expected in the near future, a sure way to protect 
ourselves from those rising costs, we would be wise to lock construction costs into some bonds 
this year on our larger projects. 


We as a Town are still going to be faced with more infrastructure projects coming ahead for us 
and to properly plan for these; we need, interested, forward thinking, prudent people to 
volunteer their time and come forward to help this committee and others with the planning and 
management of our Town.

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SANBORNTON ZONING BOARD 
2009 


The Sanbornton Zoning Board of Adjustment heard 5 cases in 2009: two were seeking Appeal 
from an Administrative Decision, two were seeking Area Variance, and one was seeking Special 
Exception. 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment is designed to be a board comprised of ten residents, five of 
whom are members and five are alternate members. Currently there are openings for 
additional members. All ten members are appointed for three-year terms and are allowed to 
hear and vote on any appeal before the board. The Board can hear appeals from individuals 
who feel wronged by inflexible zoning ordinance requirements and/or administrative decisions of 
other town boards. The Board can also grant Special Exceptions to our zoning ordinance and 
Area or Use Variances from our zoning ordinance. Appearing before the Zoning Board provides 
residents the first step in the appeals process before entering the court system. Decisions of the 
Zoning Board are based on state law, legal precedent, and our town Zoning Ordinance. As 
stated in Article 1 of the Zoning Ordinance, the Sanbornton Zoning Ordinance exists for the 
purpose of promoting the health, safety, morals prosperity, convenience or general welfare, as 
well as efficiency and economy in the process of development of the inhabitants of the town of 
Sanbornton, New Hampshire, by securing safety from fire, panic and other dangers, providing 
adequate areas between buildings and various rights-of-way, by preserving the rural charm now 
attached to our town, the promotion of good civic design and arrangements, wise and efficient 
expenditure of public funds, and the adequate provision of public utilities and other public 
requirements, and by other means. 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment meets on the fourth Tuesday of each month, as applications 
require, but applicants should inquire with the clerk for the exact date in any given month. 
Applications for an Appeal from an Administrative Decision, Special Exception or Variance may 
be obtained from the Selectmen’s Office. Completed applications should be returned by the first 
day of the month in which the appeal is to be heard. 


Interested residents are invited to attend the hearing scheduled in any month. Notice of hearing 
and meeting minutes are posted publicly and are a matter of public record. 


Residents interested in becoming involved on the zoning board are encouraged to attend 
several meetings and speak to the chairman.

The Conservation Committee along with the Belknap County Conservation District, the Society 
for Protection of New Hampshire Forests and the United States Farm and Ranch Agency are 
working together to conserve the Swain Farm on Hunkins Pond Road.

SANBORNTON ENERGY COMMITTEE 
2009 


The Energy Committee of Sanbornton had a very productive year. The committee meets every 
other Wednesday at 7PM in the Sanbornton Public Library. The meeting schedule is posted at 
the Town Office, and the minutes of our meetings are posted at the Town Office and on the 
Town website. 

The committee was formed by the passage of a town warrant article in 2007, and committee 
members were sworn in by the selectmen in January 2008. Our mission is: To provide the 
Town of Sanbornton with leadership, resources, technical education and 
recommendations for the reduction of energy consumption, resource management and 
conservation; with the stated goal of achieving a sustainable reduction in Sanbornton’s 
hydrocarbon emissions; and to promote clean sustainable, renewable, and/or carbon 
neutral energy technologies. 


Here are some of the projects the committee has worked on this year to achieve these goals: 

e Were invited to participate as a member of the Master Plan Advisory Committee, and 
charged with developing Sanbornton’s first ever Master Plan Energy Chapter, setting a 
vision, objectives, goals and recommended actions to help guide policy and aid 
Sanbornton with energy conservation, emission reductions and sustainability. 

e Did outreach and educational programs at Old Home Day and at all town elections. 

e Set up a green/sustainable section at the Sanbornton Public Library, donating several 
energy conservation related books, a home weatherization Do-lt-Yourself DVD, a 
reference book on the committee’s activities, and a “Kill-A-Watt” electricity meter that 
measures how much electricity different appliances use. (this meter is available to take 
home on loan) 

e Received a grant from the New England Grassroots Environmental Fund and installed 
38 energy saving programmable thermostats into low income and elderly owned homes. 

e Were involved with the N.H. Sustainable Energy Association’s Green Open House. 

e Committee members attended several workshops/conferences on sustainability, solar 
power, wind power, biomass, weatherization, high performance schools, EPA portfolio 
manager, heat pumps, green building guidelines, and toured several biomass plants 
throughout New Hampshire 

e Committee members volunteered with Stay Warm NH to help weatherize homes. 

e Were invited to participate as members of the School District’s Strategic Plan 
Committee, Capital Improvement Planning Committee, and Honeywell building project 
committee. 

e Continued to work with the Winnisquam Regional School District on the Honeywell 
project for energy upgrades at all of the schools within the district, and to build the 
biomass wood burning plant at the High School/Middle School campus. The Energy 
Committee campaigned for this project, and developed and gave a presentation at the 
Special School Board Meeting, in which 95.6% of the voters voted in favor of this project. 

e Developed a program that promoted the benefits of the Honeywell project and presented 
the program to the New Hampshire School Building Authority, which awarded the school 
district a low interest bond funded by a grant from the American Recovery and Re- 
investment Act, which saved the school district (and taxpayers) approximately $1.5 
million. 
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e Applied for and received a grant from the New Hampshire Municipal Energy Assistance 
Program to have an energy audit done on one of our municipal buildings, to do an 
energy inventory/benchmarking of all municipal buildings, and to do an assessment of 
Sanbornton’s energy policies/Master Plan. 


| would like to thank the committee members for their passion, hard work, dedicated support, 
and their faith in having me serve as chairman for another year. | would also like to thank the 
Selectmen of Sanbornton for their continuing support in all of the projects that we pursue. 
The energy committee is looking forward to working on a very busy agenda for the coming year, 
which will include the completion of the school district energy upgrades and the construction 
and commissioning of the biomass heat plant. We hope to complete many more energy 
conservation and building upgrades/retrofits to use less energy, Save money, and create a 
healthier environment. We encourage everyone in town to come to our meetings, and to 
contact us if you have any questions, or if you’re looking for information on alternative energy, 
building upgrade ideas, or energy conscious site planning before construction, so that you too 
can conserve energy and save money.

SANBORNTON PUBLIC LIBRARY 
2009 


The Sanbornton Public Library remains a well-supported and active center of community life. 
The century-old tradition of visiting the library and borrowing books and other materials is 
strong. Our 719 active cardholders borrowed items from the collection 13,493 times, roughly 54 
items a day last year, spread over 8,791 visits to the building. 


Add to that time-honored tradition: 


Computers 1,014 uses 

Special library events 25 events with 774 attendees 
Community meetings 114 meetings lasting 188 hours 
Volunteers 488 hours donated by the community

STAFF & TRUSTEES 


For all this activity, the core personnel remains unchanged: Cab Vinton in the Director’s chair, 
Martha Bouley as the Assistant Librarian, and Cheryl Provost working a quarter-position to help 
us remain open on Saturdays and two evenings a week. In 2009 we were, however, sorry to say 
goodbye to Trustee Andrea Burns. While Andrea’s energy and wise counsel will be missed, the 
voters elected John Earley to fill her position and we’ve been fortunate to have this experienced 
educator on the Board. 


FACILITY 


Slowly but surely the Library is making strides towards its goal of completing the move into the 
new addition put up 4 years ago. This past year the large upstairs room was sheet rocked, 
painted, and carpeted. Electrical work was completed and we began installing shelving. In order 
to minimize the burden on the town’s taxpayers, we have been relying as much as possible on 
volunteer labor, and as a result progress has not been as rapid we would have liked. Even so, 
contributions from the library’s generous supporters paid for over $16,000 of work in 2009, and 
the transition will be complete by the end of 2010. 


EVENTS & PROGRAMMING 


Our Summer Reading Program for younger students continues to be one of the highlights of our 
year. Our audiences in 2009, which averaged just under 100 attendees, enjoyed special 
performances by musicians, story-tellers, magicians, a marionette master, and scientists from 
the Squam Lakes Natural Science Center. 
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LENDING 


For 2009 the Library loaned 15% more items than in 2008, with the biggest gains coming from 
our multimedia collections — movies (up 64%) and audio books (up 53%). Our downloadable 
audio book program is increasingly popular, with circulation almost tripling (up 171%). 


ltems that we didn't own we were able to borrow from other libraries close to 100% of the time, 
providing 585 items that patrons would otherwise have had to purchase or do without 
altogether. 


TECHNOLOGY 


In 2009 we completed the transition to Koha, our new online library catalog (available at 
http://spInh.kohalibrary.com). The system continues to perform admirably for us, saving hours of 
Staff time on routine administrative tasks and providing several new features for our patrons, 
including online renewals, purchase suggestions, and personal reading histories. 


VOLUNTEERS 


So much of what we accomplished in 2009 was done with the help and support of volunteers. 
Even under the most conservative assumption — that the value of our volunteers’ labor was 
worth no more than minimum wage — those 488 hours of donated labor amounted to over 4% of 


our personnel costs. 


FUNDRAISING 


While lacking a formal Friend of the Library group, there is little doubt that the Library has many 
friends in the community. These friends helped the Library raise over $8,000 in 2009. The 
Library extends its deepest appreciation to all those who made financial contributions in these 
difficult economic times. 


It has been a privilege to serve as your Library Director in 2009 and | look forward to another 
busy year serving this special community in 2010. On behalf of the staff of the library and the 
Board of Trustees, thank you for your support, your many donations, and the volunteer hours 
that you have spent at the library.

The Sanbornton Historic District Commission was voted in at the 1965 town meeting. It is first mentioned 
in a town zoning ordinance beginning in 1972 when the Historic District was established. In 1980, the 
HDC was granted approval of a thematic application which classified all applicable buildings within the 
Historic District as having merit for the National Register. Thematic applications are no longer accepted 
by the National Register, which makes the Town’s District unique. Sanbornton was granted Certified 
Local Government status by the NH Division of Historic Resources in 1987. This status demonstrates an 


enhanced commitment to local preservation and provides eligibility to many additional grant opportunities. 


A noteworthy aspect of the Historic District in Sanbornton is the integrity of its setting. The crossroads 
area is surrounded by open fields with woodlands around them. The district boundaries are drawn at the 
visual edge of the area, articulated by wooded hilltops. This comprises a well-defined visual entity which 
is coextensive with the extent of the historical settlement of Sanbornton Square. 


2009 was a year of transition for the Commission as we lost some members and brought in others: 
Priscilla Bodwell ended her participation and we would like to thank her for her many years of service. 
Priscilla has great depth of knowledge of the history of the community which was invaluable to the 
Commission. We also welcome Fran Belcher and Lisa Draper as new members who can contribute new 
fresh energy and perspective to the work of the Commission. 


During the year, the Commission focused on reworking its application process, form and Certificate of 
Approval which have been placed on the Sanbornton website for all to see. Based on input from an 
historic preservation consultant, Liz Hengen, retained in 2008 and funded through the NH Preservation 
Society, the Commission started its review of all documentation to determine if they were met current 
regulatory standards. The Commission is reviewing the Ordinance, Bylaws and Procedures to make the 
language consistent across all documents as well as ensure their clarity of purpose. A subcommittee is 
examining best practices regarding guidelines for Historic Communities so that ours can benefit from the 
experience of others. This work should be completed and reviewed through public meetings in 2010 or 
2011. 


Part of the ongoing work is to represent the interests of the Historic District in any planned changes to the 
community and as such, we have contributed to the Master Planning Committee throughout the year. 
The Commission has also reviewed applications for modifications to homes in the historic district, worked 
with Steele Hill on proposals for signage and with the Sanbornton Congregational Church on their needs 
for expansion. 


The Historic District Commission remains an active member with the NH Preservation Alliance and the 
National Alliance of Preservation Commissions.

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HISTORICAL DOCUMENT FOUNDATION 
2009 


The Foundation was established in 1999 in order to provide for the dissemination of information 
about the community of Sanbornton New Hampshire as reflected in its documents. The intent is 
that its citizens will have a full and accurate context in which to judge issues as well as have 
informed opinion for maintaining the proper exercise of their liberties on government and social 
issues. 


The Foundation will gather for the purpose of digitally transcribing both historical and 
contemporaneous data to include documents, books, maps, pictures, genealogies, prints, oral 
histories and any other available information deemed suitable. The Foundation will establish a 
Sanbornton Digital Historical Library. The Foundation Website will be the access point in which 
the content will be arranged in a manner suitable for the ease of finding information and the 
widest possible distribution. 


We fully recognize that such a concept can only be implemented with the cooperation and 
commitment of Sanbornton citizens, like-minded organizations and funding. The Foundation 
looks to have a Supportive function for other Town entities, both public and private, and in 
particular to provide complementary and adjunct services with and to the Sanbornton Town 
Library. The Foundation Documents: Articles of Agreement, Bylaws, Certificate of Registration 
as a NH Charitable Organization. 


The public users of the Foundation's digital resources are expected to be individual scholars for 
research and publication, educational institutions at all levels, and most importantly, the 
students of the Town's elementary school and the area's secondary schools. Additionally, 
historical associations, the Town of Sanbornton, local area government officials, agencies, 
boards and committees, as well as those whom have ancestors who lived in Sanbornton, are 
anticipated users and supporting members. 


The Sanbornton Historical Document Foundation will be offering a variety of services, 
workshops and technical assistance to historical and preservation organizations with similar 
missions. This past year has been one full of accomplishments for SHDF. in moving our mission 
forward. During this past year, We have also learned more a great deal about the technical and 
financial needs not only of our organization, but within the “historical community” in New 
Hampshire. These needs should be addressed and therefore, the Sanbornton Historical 
Document Foundation is initiating services, workshops and technical assistance to address 
those needs and work collaboratively with other organizations to help preserving New 
Hampshire History for the future. 


The Foundation's Priorities 


The Foundation has identified priorities regarding to the availability of Sanbornton's records and 
public information. 


e Establish a Sanbornton Historical Digital Library and increase public access to the 
Town's historical and contemporaneous data. 

e Develop resources to support the Sanbornton Historical Digital Library in perpetuity. 

e Provide technical assistance to the Town, organizations, and individuals in Sanbornton 
regarding national standards and practices in care of historical records, managing local 
government records, relevant trends, and technological innovations. 


Our historical records are the source of our cultural memory and society. They record the 
accountability of government, businesses and institutions. They are the mechanism for self- 
understanding. Historical documents notoriously are at risk. 


These risks can include: 


e An inadequate inventory of existing documents. - Unsuitable environmental conditions 
and a lack of hazard protection in storage areas 

e Absence of a documents management plan laying out procedures for handling 
documents. The problem is not unique to our community. 


Globally, technology is being used to digitize historical documents. By providing a digital base of 
contemporaneous and historical documents, the Foundation helps to insure the wide distribution 
of the information with minimum adverse effect while highlighting the risks. 
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SANBORNTON BAY CIRCLE OF HOME & FAMILY 
2009 


Sometime back in the 1940’s a group of Sanbornton ladies formed their own extension 
Homemakers Organization. Today this same organization is called the Sanbornton Bay Circle 
of Home & Family, a non-profit volunteer organization. We have 17 members that meet every 
month (except July & August) at various members’ homes for programs or activities. 


Our programs are varied and include pot-luck luncheons, book reviews and educational up to 
date programs from the UNH Cooperative Extension. 


Some of the members met every other week to make and donate 125 crib quilts. An annual 
Book Award is given to a Sanbornton High School Graduate and the group supports the Abbey 
Sergent Scholarship Fund. During the holidays, cookie baskets were made and distributed to 
area individuals, food tray favors were made and donated to LRGH and food certificates were 
given to needy families in Sanbornton. 


Our meetings are held the second Wednesday of the month at 1:00 p.m. The aim of our 
organization is to help those in need and offer friendship and love. We welcome new members.

LAKES REGION PLANNING COMMISSION 
2009 


The Lakes Region continues to grow and evolve. As our economy and world change, so does 
the work we are engaged in. The Lakes Region Planning Commission (LRPC) is an 
organization established according to state law to provide area communities and the region with 
the capacity to respond to and shape the pressures of change in a purposeful way. With a 
service area covering over 1,200 square miles in Belknap, Carroll, Grafton and Merrimack 
Counties, the LRPC provides a wide range of planning services to member municipalities. The 
Commission offers direct and support services including technical assistance, geographic 
information systems, transportation planning, land use, environmental planning, hazard planning 
and economic development. Local, state, and federal resources primarily fund the LRPC. We 
also maintain a regular dialogue with state agencies as a resource for the entire Lakes Region. 
Our overall goal is to provide support, knowledge, and leadership to the governments, 
businesses, and citizens of the Lakes Region. 


Some of the services provided on behalf of the Town of Sanbornton and the region in the past 
fiscal year are noted below: 


LOCAL 


e Met with the Sanbornton Town Planner to discuss updates to the Road Inventory data. 
Continued to revise selected road inventory data. 

e Met with town planner to discuss town’s Transportation Improvement Program (TIP) and 
special traffic counts. 

e Completed the town’s Hazard Mitigation Plan (HMP), and sent it to the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) for approval. 

e Printed and delivered several Master Plan maps, including a new Existing Land Use 
map. 

e Discussed workforce housing Revised Statutes Annotated (RSA) with Town Planner. 

e Discussed Road Safety Management System (RSMS) with municipal officials. 


e Provided copies of the NH Planning and Land Use Regulations to the town at 
considerable savings. 


TRANSPORTATION 


e Conducted over 150 traffic and turning movement counts around the region. 

e Attended and hosted the Governor’s Advisory Commission on Intermodal Transportation 
(GACIT) meeting. 

e Convened many meetings of the LRPC Transportation Technical Advisory Committee 
(TAC) to enhance local involvement in regional transportation planning and project 
development. 

e Prepared a 2009 Transportation Improvement Plan (TIP) Process Guide for distribution 
to our communities. Submitted regional transportation priorities for consideration by the 
NH Department of Transportation (NHDOT). 

e Completed the NH Route 28 Corridor Safety Study, and acquired best management 
skills using Road Surface Management Systems (RSMS) software. 


HOUSING 


e Drafted a process to conduct a Workforce Housing Audit to help communities determine if 
their planning regulations and laws are in compliance with the Workforce Housing law. 

e Contributed to statewide sessions and participated on housing needs assessment methods. 

e Participated in workforce housing forums with the Work Here, Live Here Committee, and the 
Eastern Lakes Region Housing Coalition. 


PUBLIC FACILITIES GOAL: 


e Modified and improved Community Facilities standard maps. Updated maps are posted to 
LBP, 


UTILITY AND PUBIC SERVICE GOAL: 


e Presented the lakesrpc.org/energy website to partner groups, municipalities, and 
agencies throughout the state, as part of the Lakes Region Energy Alliance. 


NATURAL HAZARDS 


e Completed several Hazard Mitigation Plan (HMP) updates, and Local Emergency 
Operations Plans (LEOPs). 


ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 


e Continue to work with area economic development groups including Belknap County 
Economic Council (BCEDC), Grafton County Economic Development Council (GCEDC), 
Franklin Business and Industrial Development Corporation (FBDIC), and the Wentworth 
Economic Development Council (WEDCO). 

e Completed the Lakes Region Comprehensive Economic Development Strategy (CEDS), 
A Plan for Sustainable Progress, and submitted it to the U.S. Economic Development 
Administration (EDA) for acceptance. 

e Coordinated an Economics Day for Leadership Lakes Region and co-presented the 
Lakes Region Comprehensive Economic Development Strategy (CEDS) to attendees. 

e Applied for and received a three year $400,000 Brownfields grant from the U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA).The funds will be used to conduct several site 
assessments and environmental site characterizations. 

e Completed a Phase | Lakes Region Broadband Study to determine the extent and 
capacity of existing broadband service. 

e Planned and facilitated the third Lakes Region Energy Alliance meeting. The Alliance is 
a consortium of local energy committees brought together to share ideas and activity. 

e Completed the 2009 Development Trends Report and distributed it to all Lakes Region 
municipalities and many other stakeholders. 
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NATURAL RESOURCES 


e Collaborated with other planning commissions to present water resources ordinances for 
the Regional Environmental Planning Program (REPP) at the Fall Planning Conference. 

e Received a Source Water Protection Grant contract from the New Hampshire 
Department of Environmental Services (NHDES) to work with the Green Mountain 
Conservation Group (GMCG) and several municipalities on behalf of ground water 
protection in the Ossipee aquifer. 

e Received a notice of award from the National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration 
(NOAA) for additional Winnipesaukee watershed planning. Continue to work with 
several partners on the Lake Winnipesaukee Watershed Management Plan (LWWMP). 

e Continue to represent the region at meetings of the Lakes Region Household Hazardous 
Product Facility to explore the ways and means the facility may encourage other 
communities to participate. 

e Received support through the NH Department of Environmental Services (NHDES) and 
the federal American Recovery and Revitalization Act (ARRA) to continue work on the 
Pemigewasset Watershed Co-occurrence Model. 

e Continue to organize and coordinate two annual Household Hazardous Waste (HHW) 
collections a year, involving 23 member communities. 


REGIONAL CONCERNS 


e Convened six Commission meetings that featured a range of topics, ranging from the 
NH Rail Transit Authority, proposed legislation, Transportation Plans/Projects, NH Water 
Resources Primer and Survey, and a public hearing on the roles communities should 
have in regulating large ground water withdrawals. 

e Met with the Legislative Policy Committee of the NH Association of Regional Planning 

~ Commission (NHARPC) to review and make recommendations on over 70 bills and 
legislative requests. 

e Conducted outreach and provided assistance at the Geographic Information System 
(GIS) workshops offered in Laconia. Attended 2010 Census training. 

e Met with PlusTimeNH staff to discuss the possibilities for learning opportunities for high 
school students in the region. 

e Maintain and host LRPC’s website, www.lakesrpc.org, for current regional planning 
activities and events. 


COMMUNITY HEALTH & HOSPICE, INC. 
2009 


Community Health & Hospice, Inc. is a not-for- profit home health care and support service 

agency serving Belknap County. Services are divided into four main areas: the Homecare 
program provides traditional visiting nurse service, the Hospice program provides end-of-life 
care, the Young Family program provides pediatric clinical care and family support, and the 
Homemaker program provides chore and companion service to the elderly and disabled. 


During the year 2009, Community Health & Hospice provided a total of 1478 home visits to 
Sanbornton residents through all of its programs. Of those visits, over half were in the 
homemaker program which assists in keeping the elderly in their homes and avoiding nursing 
home placement. This program is heavily reliant on town funding as the federal government 
looks for matching funds on the local level in providing grant dollars to initiate the program. 


Sanbornton provided an appropriation in the amount of $3,500 to Community Health & Hospice 
to assist in assuring services to residents. These funds were used to do the following: 
e provide matching state funds for homemaker and companion service to the elderly, 
allowing them to age in their own homes; 
e provide pediatric visiting nurses and parenting education to high risk children and 
families; 
e to provide childhood immunization service; 
e to provide hospice support and medication service to persons at the end of life; 
e to find children without health insurance and enroll them in Healthy Kids 


Community Health & Hospice is very grateful to the town for its support of our services. If you 
would like to learn more about Community Health & Hospice, or if you would like to see the 
extent of our charitable services, please go to our website: www.chhnh.org.

On behalf of the clients and staff of Child and Family Services, we are pleased to send this 
report to the residents of Sanbornton on the services we provided to the community in the past 
year. Town support is critical to our being able to offer a wide range of services to children and 
their families without regard to income. All of the agency’s services are affordable and 
accessible to families in need. 


The funding provided by the Town mainly supports our Family and Children’s Counseling 
program, making it possible for us to provide needed services to those least able to afford them. 
In the current economic climate, more individuals and families are struggling to keep afloat. 
Challenged by unemployment or working more than one low-paying job, being uninsured or 
underinsured, and facing higher levels of stress due to short finances, leads to emotional stress. 
This combination of unrelenting pressure and limited resources can lead to a cycle of coping 
difficulties, emotional outbursts or withdrawal, and chronic relationship conflicts that can 
interfere with positive decision-making, healthy actions and parenting. Several families received 
family counseling services last year. 


Your support also makes it possible for CFS to deliver a range of other services to residents 
including services for two youth in our residential group home, home-based child abuse 
prevention and parenting support services and treatment services to adolescents with 
substance abuse problems. In all, we provided over $10,000 in free or reduced services to 
Sanbornton citizens. 


We continue to count on your help to be able to offer a full range of quality, professional 
services to children and their families who otherwise could not afford them because they lack 
insurance or are underinsured. 75% of the families we serve live below the federal poverty 
guidelines. We believe that CFS has the most accessible and balanced fee policy of any similar 
agency in the state. This is made possible by grants, such as those received by the town of 
Sanbornton and enables us to serve the most needy, vulnerable families without regard to 
income. Town support also makes it possible for us to secure a range of other charitable and 
public dollars that require local matching funds. 


Child and Family Services is New Hampshire's oldest charitable social service 
organization. We have been serving New Hampshire children and families for 160 years. 
We are pleased to serve the community through offices at 95 Water Street, Laconia, 841 

Central Street, Franklin or through our Manchester office at 464 Chestnut Street and Teen 
Outreach Center, 99 Hanover Street.

We specialize in individual and group counseling and psychiatric services. We work with our 
most persistently ill patients on basic life skills Such as public interaction and stable 
employment. We help parents and children to foster strong family relationships. Working with 
local police and fire departments, we provide emergency services 24 hours a day, 7 days a 
week, to residents of any age who are going through a mental health crisis. We provide 
emotional support to the community in the wake of a tragic event. 


Funding from the Town of Sanbornton has helped to support our work with children, families 
and adults. The services provided by Genesis Behavioral Health help improve the quality of life 
for sO many, and yet are rarely covered by insurance plans or state programs. On behalf of all 
of the individuals we serve, we thank you.
